Mills College is fortunate in being able to present a collection of oil paintings

exhibit in the Sill Annex of the Art Gallery. 

The canvases are largely figure paintings handled in a formalized manner, 
peculiar to this artist, Mr. Jackson has exhibited a number of times in the Bay 
Region m annual exhibits of the San Francisco Art Association and also with the 
Bohemian Club, but according to Professor Roi Partridge, Director of the Gal¬ 
lery, this is the .first time that his canvases have been shown collectively in 
central California. 

The artist is considered one of the most promising of the younger painters in 
California, and one of the leaders in art circles in San Diego. His paintings will 
be on display through December 15.

GIOVANNI A. BORGESE 

The guest of honor and speaker at the dinner of the School of Language and 
Literature Tuesday evening, December first, will be Dr. Giovanni A. Borgese 
Professor of Aesthetics at the University of Milan. This gifted linguist is an 
author and critic of international note, and is in this country giving a series of 
lectures on Italian culture and literature. He will speak in English at Mills 
College, During the current semester he has been a visiting lecturer at the 
University of California; in the spring he will be associated with Columbia 
University. 
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JANET CAMERON HAIGHT 

It is not often that a college can boast two generations of service received 
from one family. Miss Janet Cameron Haight, ’76, who died November 8, 1931, 
was president of the Mills Alumnae Association for five years and has been a 
trustee of the college since 1914. Her father had been one of the first trustees 
of the college and its legal adviser up to the time of his death. 

That the Haights should have realized the importance of education in a new 
land and should have been supporters of a woman’s institution for more than 
sixty years is understood when we learn that the men of the family were sons 
of Yale since Miss Haight’s great grandfather graduated to be a judge of New 
York State and a general in the United States Army. Her grandfather was the 
first judge of California, for the southern half of the state, appointed by Presi¬ 
dent Lincoln, and her father, a pioneer of the early fifties, became governor of 
California in 1867. He remains in California’s history as one of the most un¬ 
selfish and brilliant of the state’s executives. 

But the men of Miss Haight s family have not crowded their lives more full 
of good works than has she, true daughter of the "Cameron Clan.” A San 
Franciscan by birth, she was an Oaklander by circumstance, a Mills graduate 
by destiny, a traveler and student in many lands by choice. She could always 
be counted upon in every good undertaking, be it civic, philanthropic, or 
educational. 

Miss Haight saw Mills develop over a long period of years. She had a firm 
conviction that the best of educational advantages should be possible for 
women. She believed they were available at her alma mater, where she had 
helped in the planning of buildings and the founding of academic chairs. Her 
faith and her initiative will be an inspiration throughout the future in that 
institution which is to enrich the lives of the students of tomorrow, in Oakland 
and in the West. Among Mills women none better deserves the admiration that 
is hers from alumnae and undergraduates than does Janet Cameron Haight.
